SPRINGVILLE —- A 
third-generation Californian and 
a ‘native of the Springville 
country - Clyde Simpson - will 
tide as grand marshal of the 
1974 Springville-Sierra rodeo 
parade that is set for Saturday 
morning, April 20, as a prelude 
to two afternoons of RCA world 
championship rodeo. action in 
the Springville rodeo arena. 

The parade will move through 
the Springville business district 
at 10 am. with participants 
continuing on to the rodeo arena 
where action will get underway 
at 2 p.m. Second section of the 


rodeo is set for Sunday 
afternoon, April 21. 
In leading the. colorful 


western parade, Simpson will be 
“following in the footsteps of 
his father,” since the late Clem 
Simpson rode as grand marshal 
back in 1961. 

Clyde Simpson, who retired 
as superintendent of the 
Springville Union Elementary 
school last June after 38 years in 
the teaching profession. has been 
a “mountain man” since he was 
a small boy. He was born on the 
Sprott ranch between Porterville 
and Springville: lived there until 
he was about four years old; 
moved to Springville for a few 
months, then on up the Tule 
river canyon to “The Forks,” 
where his father worked for the 
old Mt. Whitney power 
company, living there until he 
was nine years old. 

Simpson, and _ his sister, 
Marjorie, received their first two 
years of schooling from their 
mother, the former Susan Berry, 
a native Californian and a 
daughter of Belle Clapp who 
may have been the first white 
child born in El Dorado county. 

During their next two years 
of school, the youngsters 
““commuted” to Springville, 
driving a horse and cart down 
the mountain on Monday 
morning and returning Friday 
afternoon, living during the 
week with their mother in a 
home the family had built in 
Springville. 

“My sister and I used to 
wander around the hills even 
before we started to school,” 
Simpson recalls. “When I was six 
years old and she was four, we 
walked up the Camp Nelson trail 
to the second crossing above The 
Forks, which is several miles. 
After we got back home, Carr 
Wilson, who was a partner of 
Charley Smith’s at Camp Nelson, 
rode in to tell my folks that our 
footprints coming down the trail 
had mountain lion tracks on top 
of them - the lion following us 
almost back to The Forks. That 
sort of put the damper on our 
mountain wanderings.” 

When he was 13 years old, 
Simpson worked in the summer 
as a “flunky” at Camp Wishon, 
but during the latter part of the

PORTERVILLE — Officials 
of the Tulare County Humane 
society state that they will 
patro] the 13th running of the 
Jackass Mail from Porterville to 
Springville on April 13, “but our 
role is not harrassment of riders;

Five major rules have been 
established for the ride: 

1. Horses feet must be in 
good condition; good condition 
is defined as properly trimmed 
or shod. Horses whose hooves 
are excessively chipped, cracked 
or split will not be permitted to 
start. Horses whose hooves 
become chipped, cracked or split 
during the ride in a manner that 
may induce lameness will not be 
allowed to continue.

Duffy Proposes 
Commission To 
Check Elections 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy 
(R-Hanford) has announced 
legislation that would create a 
non-partisan Public Elections 
Commission to oversee election 
procedures, campaign practices, 
and political financing in 
California. 

The measure, coauthored by 
Senator W. Craig Biddle 
(R-Riverside) and drafted in 
cooperation with State 
Controller Houston Flournoy, 
would create a tribunal of 
retired judges to oversee election 
procedures in California, and to 
protect the public from 
misleading or unfair campaign 
practices. 

The judges would have 
sweeping authority to monitor 
compliance with state election 
laws, and initiate investigations 
and hearings into potential 
violations of the law. The 
legislation will be heard first in 
the Senate.

Aztecan-Uto 
Indian Language 


PORTERVILLE — Othel 
Pearson, assistant professor of 
English at Porterville College, 
has been selected to receive a 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities fellowship for junior 
college teachers for the purpose 
of studying the Aztecan-Uto 
language as it exists on 
Shoshoni. Indian reservation in 
Idaho, Wyoming, and Nevada. 

Pearson, who also will be on 
sabbatical leave from the college 
during the fall semester, will 
benefit from the endowment 
award during the period of June 
1 to December 31 of this year. 

A graduate of Porterville 
college, Pearson received his 
teaching credential from 
Sacramento State college and 
taught high school at Covelo in 
Mendocino County before 
joining the college faculty in 
1967 as an instructor in English 
and journalism and an athletic 
coach. 

During the past few years, 
Pearson has devoted his full time 
to ‘instruction, and has 
developed non-credit courses in 
Indian culture and a transfer 
credit course in American Indian 
Literature. 

He will make his headquarters 
in Lander, Wyoming, during the 
time of his research study but 
also will visit Shoshoni 
reservations at Ft. Hall, Idaho, 
and Duck Valley, Nevada. 

In his proposal for the grant, 
Pearson noted that the 
Azetecan-Uto language occurs in 
only one specific locale within 
the boundaries of the United 
States, basically in the area from 
Idaho southward into Mexico. 
The Shoshoni tribes now on 
reservations in Idaho, Wyoming, 
and Colorado are major speakers 
of the language, which was. the 
language spoken by the 
inhabitants of the great Aztec 
empire of Central Mexico. 

Pearson noted that the 
proposed study involves going to 
the reservations, establishing 
residence among the Shoshoni, 
and recording and learning the 
language from the speakers. 

“An obvious side benefit of 
the study will be the 
accumulation of legends and 
poetry of the Shoshoni 
story-tellers,”’ Pearson said. 
“These could be extremely 
beneficial ‘in an American Indian 
Literature course. These could 
also be published for the 
Shoshoni people.”

FRESNO — A serious 
problem in marketing Navel 
oranges has been eliminated with 
a White House executive 
directive that the Cost of Living 
Council desist from interfering 
with weekly shipment figures 
established by the Navel Orange 
Administrative committee. 

The announcement from the 
California-Arizona Citrus league 
was accompanied with praise for 
the effective role played by 
California Congressmen Bob 
Mathias and B.F. Sisk in 
spearheading Congressional 
efforts to aid the western orange 
industry. 

The marketing order has been 
in effect for more than 25 years, 
used by the industry as an 
orderly marketing tool to 
prevent a glut of oranges on the 
market at any one time during 
the ‘season. Weekly prorate 
shipments are recommended by 
an industry committee and are 
set by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

However, for the past two 
years the federal Cost of Living 
Council has exercised a veto 
power over the program and 
consistently has revised 
shipment figures upward. 

Industry spokesmen. have

charged the CLC actions were 
taken without regard to the 
economics of the citrus industry 
and have resulted in reduced 
returns to growers while retail 
prices for the consumer have 
remained unchanged. 

In a statement, Mathias said: 
“‘The White House order 
removing CLC from the 
deliberations is effective 
immediately and should have a 
healthy effect on marketing the 
remainder of the 1973-74 Navel 


crop shipments from Kern, 
Fresno, Tulare and Madera ~ 
counties.”

TAX FORMULA 
IS EXPLAINED 


VISALIA — Ben Eichman, 


- tax administrator of the Visalia 


Employment Tax Field office, 
Employment Development 
department, reminds employers 
that meals and lodging furnished 
to employees in addition or in 
lieu of cash wages are taxable for 
Unemployment and Disability 
Insurance purposes. 

With respect to State income 
tax, the value of meals and 
lodging is not subject to 
withholding if furnished for the 
employer’s convenience and on 
his premises. Meals and lodging 
furnished employees in 
agricultural labor are taxable for 
Disabiltiy Insurance only. 

Meal values will be increased, 
effective April 1. The regulations 
provide a formula from which 
the computation is made, geared 
to the cost of living indexes 
published by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, U.S. 
Department of Labor. 

The formula provides that 
whenever the average of retail 
food prices in California cities

In Cotton And 
Wheat Acreage 


SACRAMENTO — California 
growers now report intentions to 
plant 6.6 million acres to field 
crops this year, three percent 
more than in 1973, with cotton 
and wheat expected to make 
sharp gains, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service. 

Cotton is expected to show 
the largest gain with a 250,000 
acre increase over last year. 
Wheat acreage is up 27 percent 
and rice, dry bean and potato 
acreages are at higher levels than 
in 1973. 

Barley shows the greatest 
decrease in acreage with a 
reduction of 100,000 acres from 
1973. Grain sorghum, corn, oats, 
sugar beets, and hay also show 
some decline from last year. 

The rainy season began in 
mid-October in the northern half 
of the state with frequent storms 
keeping fields wet until 
February. Precipitation in the 
southern San Joaquin valley and 
southern California has generally 
been below normal. 

Dry farmed small grains in 
this area were showing stress 
from lack of moisture by March 
1 but recent rains have improved 
conditions considerably. 

Planting of cotton is now 
started and field work is well 
along in preparation for other 
spring planted crops. 


for the fiscal year ending June 
30th of any year varies by 10 
percent or more from the same 
months ending on June 30, 
1969, the scale is modified 
downward in 
substantially the same ratio.

For the first time since 1942, 
there is a change in the value of 
lodging. Effective April 1, the 
value of lodging will generally be 
66 2/3 percent of the ordinary 
rental value to the public, with a 
maximum of $185 per month 
and a minimum of $6 per week. 
These lodging values apply only 
to non-maritime employees. 

Eichman stated, however, 
that the above scales do not 
apply where higher valuations for 
meals and lodging are stipulated 
in a union agreement or contract 
of hire, or are required for 
compliance with minimum wage 
laws. In such cases the higher 
values are taxable values.

with government surveyors. in 
the Hot Springs and Huntington 
Lake areas, along with some 
other Springville residents - Dude 
Sutch, Dewey Maas and Wally 

Rutherford. 

In the early 1920s, when he 
was 16 years old, he worked 
with Lawrence Moye, Tulare 
County surveyor, running road 
lines into Balch Park, with 
county supervisors ultimately 
deciding on the present road 


through Milo. 
He also worked for the 
county surveyor in Visalia; 


surveyed the present road over 
Blue Ridge; and was “loaned” 
for two months to a survey 
party in Yosemite valley. 

“That was during February 
and March in 1926 - and that’s 
no time to be in Yosemite unless 
snow and cold 
weather,” he says. 

Simpson, who 
Porterville 
particularly remembers his 
graduation night. 

“We were having our party at 
the Porterville Women’s 
clubhouse,” he says. ‘‘Nelson 
Smith, who operated the pack 
station at Camp Nelson, asked 
me if I would ride into Kern flat 
to take a message concerning a 
death in the family to three men 
camped at the Flat. 

“I told him no, but he said he 
had to have someone who knew 
the country, and when he 
offered me $15, I changed my 
mind, fast. That was a small 
fortune. We met at 1 a.m. in

front of the Brunswick on Main 
street, drove to Camp Nelson, 
saddled a good horse, and I was 
on the trail before daylight. 

“T got into Kern Flat about 2 
p.m., slept an hour and a half 
while the men there were 
packing up, then rode out with 
them, getting into Camp Nelson 
about 4 a.m. Since I had been 
either at a party or in the saddle 
for the past 50 or 55 hours, 
there was just one thing left to 
do. I slept for the next 24 
hours.” 

In reminiscing about “the old 
days,’ Simpson says he and his 
sister were impressed by the 
Chinese cooks at the Mount 
Whitney Power company plant, 
since they always had candy for 


youngsters who came to the 
cookhouse. 
He recalls the old pack 


station at The Forks, located on 
a point of the hill about where 
the present road goes under the 
power company flume; when he 
was about six years old he made 
a trip to Porterville with his 
family - by train - and stayed at 
the old Pioneer hotel; as for the 
first Springville rodeos they 
started for him as a youngster 
when he and his friends - Algie 
and Aaron Fink, Owen 
Rutherford, Louie and Ray 
Megerley, Artie Knowle, and 
others rounded up a few 
jackasses and calves on weekends 
and staged their own rodeos on 
the old George Fink place. 
During the World War II 
years, Simpson says amateur 
rodeos were. held on the Fink 
ranch, located across the river 
from the old CCC camp above

Springville; after the war RCA 
professional shows were started 
in the Gill arena on the Balch 
park road, then, in 1961 the 
rodeo was moved to its present 
“home” in the arena just south 
of town on highway 190. 


As for Springville itself, 
Simpson recalls the Soda Spring 
resort, with its concessions, 


dance floor and swimming hole; 
the planing mill below the 
spring; the Springville bank and 
drug store; the old hotel just 
west of the present post office; 
the Charlie Ulster blacksmith 
shop and livery stable; then, 
about 1918, construction of the 
Tulare-Kings Counties 
Tuberculosis hospital. ? 

“We used to hold our breath 
when we went down the road 
past the hospital,” Simpson says. 
“We were afraid to breath. We 
knew the hospital would 
contaminate the community.” 

However, the hospital became 
a major factor in the economic 
life of Springville and in the 
early 1930s, Simpson worked 
there as a groundsman. 

During the prohibition years, 
Simpson knew many of the 
bootleggers who operated in the 
hills around Springville. 

“The less said about that, the 
better,” Simpson says, “but I do 
remember those columns of 
smoke from the stills that were 
located up in the brush on the 
hillsides. We all knew who the 
local operators were, but there 
were big time racketeers drifting 
in and out who were pretty 
tough customers.” 

Simpson began his teaching 
career in 1935 at the old Orange 
school; a year later he became 
teaching principal at the 
Springville Elementary school, 
continuing there as teacher then 
superintendent until. his 
retirement, with a few years out 
for service in World War II. 

Through the years he has 
been active in the Masonic lodge 
and in many aspects of 
Springville community _ life. 
Simpson and his. wife, the late 
Ruth Simpson, raised their 
family - two sons and two 
daughters - in Springville. 

“T guess I have always been as 
much a mountain man as a 
teacher in some ways,” Simpson 


says. “I love the hills; seldom 
have I missed a hunting and 
fishing trip into the back 


country during the past years - 
sometimes several trips during 
the summer. That’s the way it’s 
been; I guess it’s too late to 
change now.”
